Frankfort. — Affirming the Judgment 
of the Campbell Circuit Court In the 
case of the District of Clifton, In 
Campbell county, against J. L. Cum- 
mins, the Appellate Court held that 
the municipality of Clifton did not 
have the authority by Its charter to 
Impose a license tax on vehicles. The 
court held In the case of Gleason 
against Weber that the district was a 
municipality, though not a city. The 
charter gave It the right to levy and 
collect an advalorem tax, a license tax 
on the gross receipts of any business 
conducted within the corporation, and 
the authority to Impose a liquor li- 
cense tax. It was under this charter 
that an ordinance was passed Impos- 
ing a license of to $5 on vehicles. 
Cummins refused to pay this license 
and a threat was made to arrest him. 
He secured an injunction to prevent 
the arrest, and In that way tested the 
right of the city to pass and enforce 
I the ordinance. 



Washington, June 21. — Two more 
members of Carranza’s cabinet — For- 
eign Minister Ureta and Finance Min- 
ister Cabrera— have resigned, Consul 
Canada at Vera Cruz informed the 
state department.

A low 
price was fixed for those able to pay, 
while the rations were given free to 
those without funds.

It 1b intercstiDg to watch the forces 
of civilization battling (or supremacy. 
Tbe struggle now going on between the 
rubber and the iron tire promises to - 
be tbe liveliest contest of tbe Twen- 
tieth Century. 

The struggle is a silent one and 
there are no war correspondents to 
write vivid descriptions of the con- 
flict but the results are more far- 
reaching to present and future gen- 
erations than the war of Europe. 

Tbe rubber tire has been maneuver- 
ing for poin4 of attack for several 
years and has captured a few unim- 
portant positions in trafllc, but it has 
now pitched a decisive battle with 
its Iron competitor by hurling a mil- 
lion “jitneys’’ at the street railways 
and tbo battle is raging from ocean 
to ocean. Upon the renult of tbe 
struggle depends tbe future of tbe 
rubber tire. If It is compelled to re- 
treat, Its doom is sealed, but if it wins 
tbe battle it will revolutionize tbe 
transportation methods of this nation. 

If the rubber tire conquers the 
street trafllc its next struggle is with 
the railroads of the country, and then 
the greatest battle between economic 
forces ever fought out on the (ace 
of this earth is on, for Iron is the un- 
disputed master in transportation, and 
is fortifled behind billions of dollars, 
snd millions of men.
